[re Galum Presbyterian church was organized vy the Rev. 
Creus Riges on the 29th of June,1644,at the residence of 
James O.Kimzey,decrased,with the followins members; John 
H:milton, William Hemilton, ancy adamilton,Woods L.Humilton, 
Nancy Jane laallton,annie Esmilton,Jsane Brown,James C. 
TLinzey ,Msry Eimzey, dane Kimzey,Fully Matilda Foster, and 
Julia ann Yoodside, i:e chureh then elected Jehn #amilton 
and William Homilton,ruling elders and Yoods L.Hamilton, 
deacon. 


In 1645,steps were taken oy which they recsived $100.00 
from the doard of cnurech exisneion,with which they Sourht 
SQ acres of land,the title to the land being held »y said 
20ard until a house of worsuip conld o@ erected after which 
the deed was made to the Galuin constregation, The first 
house was a los svructure,located a short distance north 
west of the present building. 


Within ten years the memyarcvuip ha@ inereased from 18 to 
60 and a ianeer house. was necessary, Seventy acres of the 
laud was sold and the proceeds used in building the present 
hous: ,Walei was cumpleted in 1654,n0st of the work »eing 
done vy the members and friznds of the church.

SUNDAY SCAUCL 


Following the dictates of their hearts and also that 
of their ancestors,the early settlers of this community, 
established a church near this spot on June 29,1844. No 
records or memoirs are available concerning a Sunday School 
until the early sixties. although the older generation do 
not Know definitely when the Sunday school was organized 
it is believed it was started soon after the organization 
of the church. In abont 1360 a Willian ~amilton was 
superintendent and Woods Hamilton was a teacher, John 
Hamilton,Wood's son was one of the pupils. The first 
lesson John “Yamilton recalls having ha@ at Sunday school 
was avout King derod attempting to yvut to death all the 
male children. The superintendent would assign a portion 
of the Bidle as the lesson and each teacher would read, 
discuss and have the pupils memorize verses and passages 
of the 3ible,as they had no lesson helps or quarterlies at 
that time. Other memvers of this class were; Wn.H.Kinzey, 
W.Marion Craig,John and Wn.Laird,%lijah and Porter Kimzey. 
They sag avout the middle of the south side. AS superintend- 
ent ,Wn.damilton was followed vy John Tyler,who taught school 
in this community several Years,he was succeeded by Pitt 
Holman. Sunday school was held at 10:00 a.m. followed vy 
preaching services, Sunday school as well as church ser- 
vices were frequently dismisseé for the winter because of 
bhe bad roads. It consisted at this tims of five classes 
and avout thirty pupils. 


Avout 1865 pranch Sunday schools were organized at the 
Six-mile, Bigham, Baird ,Kimzey, Thompson and Gladson schools. 
These were under the direction of persons who went to Galum 
in the morning and conducted these schools in the afternoon. 
this was ina way taking the Sunday school to the people, 
aS ajout their only means of travel was vy foot or horse- 
vack and holding Sunday school in these Schools made it 
convenient for a larger nuaver of people to attend. 


Prior to this time Robert and Williem “wing, Presbyte- 
rians in Ireland,came to this country bringing with them a 
Sister named Mattie. A little later a William Kelley and 
his vrother and sister ren away from home because they 
could not cet along with a stepmother, They hid on a boat 
which sailed to america, They were not disgcoversd until 
they were so far ont on the sea that they could not go back. 
They were nearly starved when found Jy the captain of the 
Stuip. He cared for. them the rest of the journey which last- 
ed eleven weeks, The sister died fron exposure and was 
puried at New Orleans,Louisiana. The +wo soys continued 
the voyage and later landed in St.Louis later settling in 
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this community. Mattie Ewing married William Kelley,both

remaining faithful to the religicus doctrines wiich they 

had learned in Ireland. lirs.Kelley was an active leader 

in churca work during her whole life. She rode horseback 
for two days over the community and collected $17.00 to help 
puild tha church. 


Lr WBekimzey had deen teaching a class of small. voys 
in ths Sunday school end was succeeded dy Liss anna Ward,a 
daugnter of tne pastor, She was followec vy Mrs.Kelley who 
taucht for asout twenty years or until failing health caused 
her to give it wp. MrsePorter 3aird followed her as teach- 
er. The following »doys were in Mrs.Kelley's class: Force 
Kimzey, lunphrey Kimzey,Allie Walker,John Morganthaler, Mike 
Reinhardt, W.W.aArmstrong, Frank Rial, John L.Pyatt, George Pyatt, 
Rovert I.Fyatt,¥dward Timpner,William Maxwell,Sam Rule,%no s 
Williams,Dick Williams, John Reith,John Anégerson, Charles Krug, 
John Femsleton,Scott Templeton, Clarence 3rown and L.J.Cloud. 
All are now living with the exception of Clarence Brown and 
L.J.Cloud, and most of them are still residing in this 
community. No other teacher taught the same class as long 
as Nrs.Kelley did. I.J.Clowd helped organize and was an 
el@er in a Presbyterian church in Okiahoma when’ he died. In 
1665 Mrs.Kelley gave each of her Sunday school class a test- 


ament Dearing these words--For__ __,from lis Sabbath 
school teachsr,Mrs Kelley,be a good boy _,and do not 


forget to read tnis book.--1865. The class gave her a Bible 
as a Christmas present. 


About this time Townsend Blanchard of Tamaroa,president 
of the Sunday School association,assistes oy Rev.i.dDvuglas 
of Centralia,revived the Sunday school ana from avout tnis 
time on it was not discontinued during winter, Mr.S3ianchard 
brought an organ along in his ouck-voard and it was played 
by his daughter lirs.Sam Haines, Soon after,the Sunday school 
dought an organ and Nettie Pyatt was the only one wuo could 
play it. Later Lenora Malan assisted. ‘Two organs wers used. 
vefore the purchase of the present piano... 

The Sunday school inersased so that the classes had to 
be fivided. Hugh Brown served as Superintendent for a f2w 
years and was teacher of the young mens class. igs remeh- 
pered oy his prayers in which he prayed for. near 
thing and everyvody in the county,his prayers 1 
ly thirty minutes. Thomas 3radfirla later se 
Superintendent, 


rved as 


S,D.Rule's family came to Sunday school in a three 
seated vehicle which held three in a seat and the rest of 
tie family came on horseback, Thomas armstrong attended 
Sunday school,frequently coming on horsevack havine one 
child in front and one behind him and his wife doing likewise. 


WB.Kimzey and family attended regularly and was always 
Sincere in unis worship and always kept order. When any of 
the Doys gov noisy,all that was needed was for Mr Kimzey to 
look around and the poys understood. 


Joe Williams and Ida Krick were also recular attendants. 
empletons came here from Penasylvania and were among 
boat recular memoers of the Sunday school. Rev.wW.H. 
eton served as pattor of the church for several years. 


The Smiths came into the Sunday school about 186% 
through the influence of ifrs.J.P.Rial who invited Mr.and Mrs. 
Tuomas Smith to a cottacse meeting at the Rial home one even- 
ing,at which meeting irs.Smith was converted, “ver since, 
sie nas deen active in church work,having taught a class of 
young girls of which Mary Yughey,Sadie Hughey ,Mae Cloud, 
Jennie “Fyatt,Lenora Malan, oselle Rule, Mattie kimzey, Mattie 
Wilson and lla Hamilton were members. Cne of Mrs.Smiths 
hardest tasks was to give un this class of girls, She serv- 
ed as Guosrintendent of the Sunday school. Later,she taught 
the ladies class which is now taught by Mrs.Dllie "Pyatt. 

When the Smiths were cominz to Sunday school on horseback, 
it was freqnently said by ne sighdors,wno saw them "Here 
comes Smith's cavalry". It will wa har °€. to find a woman 
more conscientious and willing to serve in the Lord's work. 


the Hugheys were also pillars of the Sunday school, Mr. 

Thomas Hughey served as Superintendent and also taught a 
class of sinall boys while his wife taught a class of small 
eirls. It was durinc his tez ‘i as super rintendent that a 
controversy arose concerning the kind of lesson lielps to be 

used. Some wanted a lesson help that was ,vrinted vy the 
fear rian Soard and others waited helps printed by David 
C.Cook ».ecause they were chsaper. Mr.Hughey insisted that 
they pet tne Presbyterian helps and they did. 


Wn.H.Kimzey and family had their places in the church. 
Rachel Kimzey taucht-qa clags of little folks, ann,Ritt, 
fill,and Lita were members of the Sunday schvol aiong with 
Bllen Hamilton,lydia Craic,liinnie Kelley, Bmaline, Mery ai Len, 
Lorenzo and Mansel Glassburn,Tena,Krick,Sude Thompson, Robert 
Craig,itollie and.

She Pyatts attended Sunday school back in its earlier 
history, James Pyatt having attended nearly’ eiczhty years 
AE.

VaCaTION CHURCH SGHOOL 1933 
(By Rev Benjamin Thomas, Pastor ) 


Our Vacation Church school began July 31,1933 at 6:50 — 
a.M.,and closed on Saturday,4ugusgt 12th with a picnic. This 
was the first attempt to hold such a school at Galum and 
the enrollment and attendance went way veyond the fondest 
hopes of its promoters. Other children attended pesides 
Pres vyterians and’ helped to make the school what it Was. 
Many thought such’ a school could net be a success in the 
open: country;where the children haé to ve transported. 


Only pupils who attended three or more days are counted. 
he records show that there were seventy-one such pupils, 
although upwards of eichty were enrolled. The teaching 
force numbered nine,some part time,some substitutes, other 
full time. Following are the names: Wucltlle Pyatt, -Mrs. 
Bthel Pyatt, Miss Ethel Pyatt,Gladys Pyatt, Rev.Thomas, 
Mrs.Tnomas,Helen Thomas, Stephen Thomas ,and Mrs .Dwight 
Hamilton. The officers of the school were: Stephen Thomas, 
Superintendent, Lucille Pyatt,assistant superintendent and

The school was composed of the’ following départments: 
Kindergarten (including first grade), Primary (second, third 
and fourth grades), Junior ( fifth,sixth and seventh grades) 
Intermediate (eighth and high school ),.. The Kindergarten 
numbered twenty-two,six boys and sixteen girls; Primary, 
twenty-one,eight boys and thirteen girls;Junior, fifteen, 
seven boys and eight girls; Intermediate,thirteen; Seven 
voys and six girls. . i 


Three lines of work were followed; Bible study,temory 
work (including ,assages 68 scripture, prayers,hymns,etc.), 
study of missions. ach day opened with a devotional period 
and closed with an assemvly period.

This suggestion was accepted and some of the ladies distrib- 
uted dimes among the youth of the community. The money 
earned from this investment to »é collected.for this fund. 
There was quite an in-gathering,the largest. daount was $9.00 
brought in vy Fred Smith,now an elder in our churche 


During this same year all the Sunday ergs were Sold and 
the money added to this fund. From these two sources,quite 
a neat sum was realized and it was evident that there must 
be an organization to properly take care of these funds.

THE LOG PARSONAGE 
T, L. Templeton 


Eighty four years ago and even later there was Illinois Central 
Railroad land in Perry County. 

In 1880 the Galum Presbyterian Church called Rev. Samuel Ward 
to be its pastor. Instead of Rev. Ward renting a house in Pinck- 
neyville he bought 40 acres of R.R.land just across from the church. 
He with the help of the men of the church built a log house in 
which he and his family lived. One of the sons was the father of 
Rev. Ward of Coulterville, Illinois. Rev. Ward paid $250.00 for 
the land. Two years later he sold the land including the parsonage 
to William Dietz for $500.00. The youngest daughter, Ida Engelhardt 
still lives. After three other transactions Joe Buschschulte now 
owns the parsonage. A few months ago there was a woman at our home 
she wanted to know where she could see a log house. When I bought 
the Hughey land there was a log house on it. I made a mistake when 
a few years ago I tore it down. 

The Murphys were early settlers in four mile they built two brick 
houses and later a man named Guppuch built another. The strip mine 
got two of these and time got the other. 

The life of a well built building depends upon the care it has. 

I know one 70 years old that looks like new.
